OXFORD— 
YOUNG MEN. 


At a numerous meeting of the Federal Repub- 
lican Young Men of the town of Oxford, in 
the County of Chenango, and others, favora- 
ble to a change in the general administration 
of the government, h-id at Erastus Perkins’ 
Hotel, in the village of Oxford, on Monday, 
the twentieth day of March. 1809: 

Major RANSOM RATHBUN was called to 
the chair, and 

Mr. EPAPHRAS MILLER appointed Se- 
cretary, 

James Clapp, Esquire, having explained the 
object of the meeting in an appropriate Specch, 
submitted the following Resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted. 

Resolved, That the present alarming situation 
of our country 1s calculated to awaken our most 
serious apprehensions, and cails loudly for the 
wisdom, the patriotism and the energy of the na- 
tion to meet the threatened evils. 

Resolved, That the ruling party in congress 
has forfeited all claim ‘0 the confidence of their 
fellow citizens ; by neglecting their interests, in 
not placing the nation in a state of defence, wher 
the collisions of the Eur3pean powers, the rapid 
destruction of old empires, and the total disre- 
gard of neural rights by the great belligeren:s 
have long proved to the world the fallacy of all 
calculations to preserve our neutrality ;—In not 
fortifying the harbors of our valuable cities, and 
in particalar the wealthy and much exposed ci- 
ty of New-York, which has been left subject to 
destruction by a single ship of the line, notwith- 


standing the unceasing prayers and petitions of 


its inhabitants ;—-By neglecting the only means 
whereby the rights of a commercial nation can 
be preserved and respected, the establishment of 
arespeciable naval torce, and resorting to the 
miserable expedient of Gun Boats, a system 
wholly inefficient and despised by every nation 
of the least skill in naval :actics ;—By continu- 
ing at the head of the army a traitor and pal- 
troon, and shielding him by a mock trial from 
the punishment his perfidity, cowardice, and 
crits merited ;—By raising invmense bodies of 
troops to overawe and insult the people under 
pre'ence of preparations to meet war, when they 
well knew that should our differences with G. 
Britain and France result in an appeal to arms, 
neither of those powers has the disposition or a- 
bility to spare their forces in a distant service. 
Resolved, That in our opinion the orders of 
the British council retaliating on the French de- 
cree of the 2ist of November, 1806, originated 
in a predetermination on the part of Great-Bri- 
tain to destroy the commerce of this country ; 
inasmuch as the destruction of the commerce of 
the United States ultimately tend to che interests 
of Great-Britain, by giving her the supremacy 
of the sea, and consequently rendering her to a 
greatextent the carriers for all nations.—That 
therefore the embargo laws wih all its suppl.- 
men’s, which were principally mended to pro. 
duce a removal of those obaoxious orders, have 
not only been harmless and inoffensive to Great- 
Britain, but came in aid of her pernicious sys- 
tem of excluding all nations from the ocean. 
Resolved, Vhat we cuusider the late act enfor- 
cing the embargo, a gross vjolation of our con- 
stitution; subversive of he cil rights of the peo- 
ple, and pregnant with ‘he t st disastrous conse. 
quenccs to the Union ;—By subjecting violators 
of the embargo to the unreasonable forfeiture of 
four times the value of the goods intended to be 
exported against the laws, when the constitution 
expressly provides, ‘ that excessive fines shall 
not be imposed, nor cruel and unusual punish- 
ments inflicted ;”—By holding forth to spies and 
informers, the alluring and extravaganr reward 
of half the forfeiiace, thereby offering strong in- 
ducements for ‘he commissios of perjury and 
corruption ;—By .svesting collectors of the cus- 
toms with the arbitrary power of refusing per- 
mission to lade a vessel, notwiths:anding the of- 
fer of bonds to the amount required by law ; 
such power to be exercised not only where there 
are grounds for suspecting an intention to violate 
the embargo, but under private instructions from 
the president ; thereby ereacing a species of fa- 
voritism and influence unfriendly to the genius 
of arepublican government ;—By denying to 
persons sued upon bonds for violating the embar- 
go laws the rizht to plead “ less by capiure, dis- 
‘tress or accident, unless such caprure shall be 
“ expressly proved to haverbeen hostile, and such 
** distress or accident occasioned by no negligence 
* or deviation, nor unless the vessel shall have 
“ been, from the commengement of the voyage, 
wholly navigated by a master and crew, all of 
‘whom shall be citizens of the Unired Srates, 


.** and all of whom (if living, and the proof of | 


‘their death to be on the defendant) are to be 
‘* produced at the trial ;”—thereby iniposing on 
the innocent owner, whose vessel has been cap- 
tured or foundered, the unprecedented hardship 
of collecting and producing at the trial the ship's 
crew or its wandering survivors, to establish its 


loss ;—By empowering collectors to search for, | 
seize, and take into their possession specie, and | 
all prodece and manufactures which in their be- | 
lief (without proof by oath or affirmation, and | 


without process of law,) are intended tobe ex- 
ported against the emoargo—a power not only 
subject to monstrous abuses withour redress, un- 


violating the censtiturion ot the Unired States, 
which expiicitly declares ** that the right of the 
** people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
** papers, and effects, against unreasonable search- 


“es and srizures shal] not be viclated; and no 
* warrants shall issue but upon probable cause | 


‘* supported by oath or affirmation, and partica- | form of government free from the enernach- 


“larly describing the place to be searched, and 
** the person or things fo be seized :” And fur- 


ther, ‘* that go person shall be deprived of life, | 


“ liberty, aud property without due process of 


* law ;"—By authorizing the collectors to Carry | 


into effect the embargo laws, not only in the 


miode set forth in those acts, but in conformity | 
“with such instructions as the president may | 


* give, and such general roles as he may pre- 
“* scribe ;” which instructions and rules the col. 


acting under the embargo laws, the colluctors are 
authorized to give the act, the instructions and 
regula'ions of the president in evidence for their 
justification and defence ;—thereby giving to the 
president’s private instructions the force and va- 
lidity of laws: hence must follow great injustice 
and oppression ; innocent persons may be strip- 
ped of their property and bberty, from their ig- 


} norance of laws and regulations which to them 
| were invisible, and which consequently they 
could never know ; By empowering the presi- 
dent and his agents to enforce the embargo, by 
employing the land and naval forces of the coun- 
try ; thereby adding an alarming and dangerous 
power to the executive, superceding the civil au- 
thority, and creating a sort of military despotism 
uncongenial to our soil, and destraccive tothe lib- 
erties of a free people. 

Resolved, That we revere the constitution of 
our country, and pledge our exertions to preserve 
i! inviolare. That while we deprecate and so- 
lemnly discountenance every forcible resistance 
to the Jaws, trusting to the good sense, patrint- 
ism and virtwe of the people for their remavel 
in the constitutional mode, we would seriously 
recommend to the sober attention of every per- 
son who feels interested in the recovery and 
prosperity of his ‘* delirious country,” the mea- 
sures which have for some time past marked 
the progress of the ruling party m congress;

TO THE PEOPLE. 

Democracy, versus Washington. 

In the democratic electioneering ad- 
dress, signed by cighty members of the 
legislature, there are to he found some 
professions of regerd for the character 
and principles of Washington. It is as- 
tonishing, that the very men who have u- 
niformly heretofore reviled the name of 
Wastineton, and represented him as the 
enemy of his ceuntry, should now, to 
serve the vilest party purposes, seck to 
cover their enormities and treasons 2- 
gainst the liberty and prosperity of the 
nation, by insolently pretending that they 
were his friends and disciples. Since, 
however, they have resorted to this shame- 
ful expedient, it becomes our duty, for the 
purpose of stripping the deceptive mask 
from these false and hollow-hearted pre- 
tenders, to collect a few facts. to shew— 
First—that the democratic party never 

respected the maxims and precepts of 

Washington—that they never were the 

supporters of his principles and practice 

—and that they never revered his char- 

acter, 

Second—that Washington well understood 
who were his friends and the friends of 
the country—and that he never con- 
sidered the demoeratic party as such. 

And Third—that democrats and not fec- 
eralists have disregarded his farewell 
injupctions—and that it is in the south, 
and not in the east, that a dismember- 
meat of the union has becn proposed 
and attempted. 

On the first point, were it not in our 
power to prove an open and direct attack 
on Washington himself, during his ad- 
Ministration-~had the leaders of the de- 
mocratic or anti-federal party, from mo- 
tives of policy, concealed the hand while 
they struck the blow—still, their syste- 
matic opposition to all his measures, and 
their employment of every indirect mean 
torender his administration unpopular, 
would have enabled us to maintain our 
position. But, we are vot compelled to 
rely on this broad and general ground 
We will prove ty the subjoined statc- 
ments, that the whole party have not on- 
ly manitested their enmity towards Wash- 
ington ; but that their most distinguished 
and elevated men have secretly rewarded 
some of the most, worthless vagabonds in 
the country for vilifying and abusing him ; 
and that they have caressed and putroni- 
zed every wretch who had the hardihood 
to attack his fair fame. 

The British treaty was negociated dur- 
ing the administration of Washington, 
and under his instructions. He approved 
and rutified it. You have not forgotten 
how much that treaty was opposed, nor 
how much the administration was abused 
on account of it. The negotiator was 
burnt in effigy, and Washington himself 
directly and indirectly charged with cor- 
ruption, in the democratic publications of 
the day, and in the toasts and sentiments 
of the party. 

When Washington retired from the 
presidency, the democrats could not re- 
press their joy. They exuited, from the 
highest to the lowest; and thev even 
went so far as to express their feelings in 
public speeches, orations and toasts, and 
jm the newspapers. Mr. Giles, now a 
senator of the United States from Virgin- 
ia. in a speech delivered in the house of 
representatives, on Washington’s retire- 
ment, declared that 4e 4cd no confidence in 
his wisdom or firmness, and that he ded not 
regret his retiring. [See Marshall’s Life 
of Washington, Vol. 5, pages 72! and 2.]

- The Aurora is now, and ever has been, 
the leading democratic print in the United 
States. 

While Washington was president, an 
insurrection was fomented in Pennsylva- 
nia ; and Washington put himself at the 
head of an armed force to quell it. The 
following document will shew who was 
one of the principal riny-leaders of that 
insurrection :—

“ same kind of conduct towards them,

“ ALBERT GALLATIN, Clerk.” 

Strance as it may seem, this is the 
same Mr. Gallatin who has ever been a 
favorite with the democratic party—who 
was appointed Secretary of the Treasury 
by Mr. Jefferson, and held the office dur- 


ing his whole presidency—and who is 


now continued in that office by Mr. 


Madison. 

In © the Prospect before ns,” a pamphlet 
written by James T. Callender, in the 
year 1799, are the following passages :— 


Page \0, Virginia edition.—“* 1 now re- 
“turn to the tremor of 1737, by which 
“ the government of your own choice,” 
“ viz. the federal constitution, was crammed 
“ down the gullet of America.” 

Page 16.—* By his own account, there- 
“ fore, Mr. Washington has bren twice a 
‘©prattoR. He first renounced the 
* king of England, and thereafter the old 
“confederation. Hie farewell afer con- 
“ gains a variety of mischievous senttments.” 

Page \7.—* The extravagant popular- 
“ ity possessed by this citizen [ Washing- 
* ton) reflects tue utmost ridicule on the 
« discernment of America. He approved 
“ of the funding system, the assumption, 
“ the national bank, and in cun!tradiction to 
* hig own solemn fromise, HE AUTHORIZED 
* THE ROBBERY AND RUIN Of the remnant 
* of his own army.” 

Page 72.—“ Adams and Washingten 
“ have since been shaping a series of these 
“« paper-jobbers into judges and ambassa- 
dors. As their whole courage lies in 
* want of shame, these folrroons, without 
“* risking a manly and intelligible defence 
“ of their own measures, raised an affected 
* yelp against the corruption of the French 
“ directory : as if any corruption could be 
* more venal, more notorious, more exe- 
For years to- 
“ gcther, the United States reseunded with 
“ curses against them, while the grand 
“ Lama of federal adoration, the immacu- 
“ Jate divinity of Mount Vernon, approved 
“of and subscribed every one of their 
“ blackest measures. Citizens of Virgin- 
“ ia, when will ye begin to think ?” 


Although Mr. Jefferson was not the ac- 


tual writer of this pamphlet, it will be per- 
ceived by the documents bclow, that he 


- 
issisted the infamous author with mate- 
vials for political writing—‘hat he fatter- 
ed and encouraged him—that he appro- 
hated the performance, patronized it, and 
advanced Callendéf money to aid the pub- 
lication. And this is not the worst of it : 
After Callender had been p 
the libellous work—had paid a fine impo- 
sed by the court, and was in prison us 4 
part of his punishment—Mr. Jefferson 
(then coming into power) released him 
from prison, and ordered the money, which, 
then belonged to the United States, to be 
restored to him. A stronger mark of ap- 
probation could not well be shewn. But 
now attend to the proofs :— 

On the 6th of September, 1799, Mr. 
Jefferson wrote a letter to Callender, from 
Monticello, in which, after acknowledging 
the receipt of one from him of the 10th of 
August, and charging his long delay in 
answering it to a want of arrangement in 
a neighboring post-office, he says, “ Mr. 
“ Jefferson [his nephew) happens to be 
“ here, and directs his agent to call on 
* you with this and pay you 50 dollars, on 
“account of the bouk you are about to 
“ publish. [ The Prospect before us] When 
** it shall be out, be so good as to send me 
“ 2 or 3 copies, and the rest only when I 
* shall ask for them.” 

After condoling with Callender, on ac- 
count of some personal violence that had 
been attempted against him, Mr. Jeffer- 
son concludes his letter thus :-— 

“* The delivery of Robbins to the Brit- 
“ish excites much feeling and enquiry 
“here. With every wish for your welfare 
“ 1 am with great regard sir, 

“ Your most obedt. servt. 
“TH: JEFFERSON.” 

“ Mr. Callender.” 

Here we have Mr. Jefferson’s declara- 
tion, under his own hand, of having paid 
Callender fifty dollars on account of that 
infamous work, “the Prospect before us” 
—and we have also his expressions of 
great regard ang wishes for the welfare of 
its profligate author. But, it may be pre- 
tended, that Mr. Jefferson could not have 
known at that time what was to be the 
nature of the book—that he was not aware 
that it called Washington a traitor—that 
it charged him with the robbery and ruin 
of his army—and that it condemned his 
farewell address, as containing mischievous 
sentiments :—That he considered Callen- 
der as a persecuted and needy foreigner— 
and gavé him the money in charity. To 
deprive the friends of Jefferson and the 
enemies of Washington of this poor sub- 
terfuge, we will proceed with our testimo- 
ny :— 

On the 6th of October, 1799, Mr. Jef- 
ferson wrote another letter to Callender, in 
answer to one which he had received from 
him of the 20th of September. It appears 
that Callender, being an alien in the coun- 
try, and ignorant of our history and gov- 
ernment, had asked information concern- 
ing the probable expences of a certain 
projected treaty with the Porte—and con- 
cerning the mode of choosing electors of 
president and vice-president in the several 
states. In this letter Callender had also 
enclosed the proof-sheets of his “ Prospect 
before us.” Mr. Jefferson, after giving 
some hints on the first subject of enquiry, 
added— 


“ Allthose who were members of Con- 
“ oress in 1786, may be sufifosed to re- 
* member this information, and if it could 
be understood to come to you through 
“ some such channel, it would save the 
“ public from reading all the blackguard- 
“ isms which would be vented on me were 
«« | quoted : not that this would weigh an 
* atom with me,on any occasion where 
*“my avowal of either facts or cpinions 
* would be of public use ; but whenever 
* it will not, I then think it useful to keep 
myself out of the way of calumny.”

He then went on to give Callender the 
information he asked for, respecting the 
electors, and added— 

“I thank you for the proof-sheets you 
“ inclosed me.—Such papers cannot fail to 
** produce the best effect. ‘They inform 
“ the thinking part of the nation; and 
“ these again supported by the tax-gath- 
“ erers as their vouchers, set the people to 
* rights.” 

Here is a direct acknowledyment of the 
receipt of the proof-sheets—and an un- 
qualified approbation of tie book from 
which the above extracts are made. 

The next proof we shall offer is more 
striking and conclusive, if possible, than 
the foregoing. 

Thomas Paine, while a resident in Paris, 
addressed a letter to Washingten, which 
letter was afterwards published in a pam- 
phlet, at the Aurora press in Philadelphia. 
From that letter, the following are faithful 
extracts >—' 

“ As censure is but aukwardly softened

“I declare myself opposed to several 
matters in the constitution, particularly to 
the manner in which, what is called the 
Executive is formed, and to the long du- 
ration of the Senate ; and if 1 live to return 
to America, I will use my endeavors to 
have them altered. J also declare mysel/ 
ofifrosed to almost the WHOLE OF YOUR AD- 
MINISTRATION ; for 1 know it to be de- 
ceittul if not perfidious, as 1 shall shew tn 
the course of this letter.”’ 

* Some vices make their epproach with 
such a splendid appearance, that we scarce- 
ly know to what class of moral distinctions 
they belong. They are rather virtues 
corrupted than vices originally. But 
meanness and ingratitude have nothing e- 
quivocal in their character. There is not 
a trait in them that renders them doubt 
ful. They are so originally vile that they 
are generated ia the dung of other vices, 
and crawl into existence with the filth 
upon their back. The fugitives have found 
protection in you ; and the levee room ts 
their place of rendezvous.” 

“ You slept away your time in the field, 
till the finances of the country were com- 
pletely exhausted, and you have but little 
share in the glory of the final event.” 

“Mr. Washington owed it (some in- 
quiries about me) to me on every score of 
private acquaintance ; I will not now say 
of friendship ; for it has for some time 
been known, by those who knew him, 
that he has no fri-ndshifi ; that he is inca- 
pable of forming any ; be czn serve or de- 
sert a man or a Cause with constitutional 
indifference ; and it is this cold Aermapfthro- 
dite faculty that imposed tseif upon the 
world, and was credited for a while by en- 
emiesas by friends, for prudence, moder- 
ation and impartiality.” 

* The character which Mr. Weshington 
has attempted to act in the world, ts a 
sort of not-describable, camelecon- colored 
thing, callec firudence. It is, in many ce- 
ses, a substitute for principle, and is so 
nearly allicd to hypucrisy, that it easily 
slides into it.” 

* But when we speak of military char- 
acter, something more ts to be understood 
than the Fabian system of doing nothing. 
The nothing part can be done by any bo- 
dy.» Old Mrs, Thompson, the house keep- 
er of head quarters (who threatened to 
make the sun and wind shine through Riv- 
ington of New-York) would have done it 
as well as Mr. Washington. Deborah 
would have been as good as Barak.” 

“ This is the ground upon which A- 
merica now stands. All her rights of 
commerce and navigation have to com- 
mence anew, and that with loss of charac- 
ter to begin with. $e 
nough left in the heart to call a blugh into 
the cheek, the Washington administra- 
And as 
to you, Sir, treacherous in private friendship: 
(for so you have been to me, and that in 
the day of danger) and a Ayfiocrite in frub- 
lic life, the world will be fruzzled to decide, 
whether you are an afiostate or an impostor ; 
whether you have abandoned good prrincifulcs, 
or whether you ever had any. 


“ THOMAS PAINE.” 


The following letter to Mr. Paine shews 
to whom a cofty of the letter to Washing- 
ton was sent, and by whose orders it was 
printed in a pamphlet. By this you can 
also tell whether that letter had any ten- 
dency to lower Mr. Paine in the opinion 
of Mr. Jefferson. 

‘* Washington, March 18, 1801. 
“ Dear Sir, 


“ Your letters of Octeber Ist, 4th, 6th, 
16th, came duly to hand, and the papers 
which they covered were, according to 
your permission, published in the newspa- 
pers and in a pamphlet, and under your 
own name. ‘These papers contain pre- 
cisely our principles, and I hope they will 
be generally recognized here. Determin- 
ed as we are to avoid, if possible, wasting 
the energies of our people in war and de- 
struction, we shall avoid implicating our- 
selves with the powers of Eurepe, even in 
support of principles which we mean to 
pursue. They have so many other inter- 
ests different from ours that we must a- 
void being entangled ia them. We be- 
lieve we can enforce those principles as to 
ourselves by peaceable means, now that 
we are likely to have our public councils 
detached from foreign views. The return 
of our citizens from the phrenzy into which 
they had been wrought partly by ill con- 
duct in France, partly by artifices practi- 
sed among them, is almost extinet, ana 
will I believe, become quite so. But these 
details, too minute and long for a letter 
will be better developed by Mr. Dawson 
the bearer of this, a member of the late 
Congress, to whom I refer you for them 
He goes in the Maryland sloop of war, 
which will wait a few days at Havre, to 
receive his letter to be written on bis ar- 
rival at Paris. You expressed a wish to 
get a passage to this country in a public 
vessel. Mr. Dawson is charged with or- 
ders to the captain of the Maryland to re- 
ceive and accommodate you back if you 
can be ready to depart at such a short 
warning. Robert R. Livy ngston is ap- 
pointed minister plenipotentiary to the re- 
public of France, but will not leave this, 
until we receive the ratification of the con- 
vention of Mr. Dawson. I am in hopes 
you will find us returned generally to ser- 
timents worthy of former times. In these 
it will be your glory to have steadily le-

ment being acquiesced in, he designated 
Alexander Hamilton for inspector, and

—a striking proofof his confidence in, and 
attachment to, the Jeading men of the fede 
eral party: And this proof is farther 
strengthened by his letter to President A- 
dams on the occasion, Wherein he expres 
ses himself as follows :— 


“ Believe me, fir, no man can more 
“ cordially approve the wise asd prudent 
“ measnres of your administration. They 
‘ought to inspire universal confidence, 
“ and will no doubt, combined with the 
“state of things, call from Congress 
* such lawa and means as will enable you 
* to meet the full force and extent of the 
* crisis.” 

On this point we will only add, the two 
subjoined extracts from letters of General 
Washington. The first was written in 
1798, and addressed to the hon. Charles 
Carroll, of Carrolton, Virginia. The last 
speaks for itself. We have neyer heard 
the authenticity of tne first doubted; and 
the last we know to be genuine. 

“ Although (says Washington, in his: 
letter to Mr. Carroll) I bighiy approve of 
the measures taken by goverment, t 
place this country ina posture of defence, 
and even wish they had been more ener 
getic, and shali be ready to obey its cull 
under the reservations | have made when 
ever it is made; yet] am not without 
hope, MAD and INTOXICATED Ad 
THE FRENCH ARE, that they will 
pause, before they take the last step.— 
That they have been deceived in theif 
calculations on the divisions of the people 
and the powerful support they expected 
from their party, is reduced to a certainly,

A third 
gentieman in the company, whose opin- 
ions, generally, coincide with the before 
mentioned, declared that he differed from 
them ;, that he did not wish a separation. 
This gentleman had made the same de- 
claration in the early part of the cenversa- 
tion, and mentioned having received a let- 
te: from a triend of his, a member of con- 
gress, iN answer to one he had written to 
him, and expressed a wish he had brought 
it with him io Richmond, wherein was 
the opinion on this subject, of a person 
who is held m the highest estimation, by 
those who have generally disapproved of 
the acts and measures of the Icyislative 
and executive Of the federal government, 
wherem he says, he by no means approves 
of a separation ; that it cannot be long 
before there will be a majority in Con- 
gress, Who will think with him ; that the 
increasing popularity of the suuthermn 
States fiiust produce this effect. 

I have been thus particular in stating 
the above conversation, suppasing it may 
bring to the recollection of the gentlemen 
who were prescnt, the precise words that 
passed on this occasion ; I declare most 
solemnly, I belicve what l here state, to 
be the very words made use of at the o- 
foresaid time, and by the aloresaid persons 
—this lam sure ol, that it was the express 
meaning of what did pass; aud! trust, 
those to whom [ have tue picasure of b- 
ing known will credit this assertion.

“Inthe mournful expressions which 
were made by the nnddle and southern 
states on the murder of Pierce, and the 
murder of our Brethren, on beard the 
Chesapeake, there were no signs of disafi- 
ftrobation, no marke of sympathy evidenced 
by the fecfile of the East, and they have 
so far sold themselves for Engiish gold, 
and English traffic, as to become the open 
abettors and fiiends of that vile and al) cor- 
rupuble aud corrupting nation, England. 

“ The penius of America weeps at the 
sad spectacle £ and the departed spirit of 
heroes and martyrs‘tre fesdy to exciaim 
—ah! ungratefal pe pie of New-Eng- 
land | was it for this your southern breti.- 
ren fought your battles and reiieved your 
distress ? was it for this so much bioud 
and treasure have been spilt tn vain. Per- 
fidious race of mortals! ye were the first 
that brought war upon the land, and ye 
are the first to disgrace our country by 
returning to your cld tyrannical master 
George the Ill. What is to be done? 
Why, I wiilin a few words tell you, 
what men must do, when placed between 
two eviis—we must now eiber turn trai- 
tors alsv and side with England, or accom- 
modate matters with France. I candidly 
give you my choice with the latter, for the 
following substantial reasons. First, from 
motives of gratitude, for without the aid 
which we received from France, we could 
never have obtained eur indepemdence or 
become a nation. Secondly, because 
France has done us but slight injury 
in comperison with England.—France 
has netther murdered our citizens nor 
impressed our seamen. France, pro- 
vided we wiil-heartily and dona fide co- 
operate agamet Ingland, then France 
will, at ones, ayree to revoke her e- 
dicts, and make us ample reparation for 
ihe losses we have stistained by her crui- 
sers. France will atd us not only with 
HER COUNCILS, but she will essential- 
ly aid us in the supply of arms and a suit- 
able train of artillery. She will also aid 
us, ifrequired, with some of her dest offi- 
cers and skilful engineers. As the crisis 
now is, this is the only rational choice we 
cat: make, and since the people of New- 
England, at least on the‘sea board, have 
turned out so base as to become tributary 
to Old England, let the people of the mid- 
die and southern states, accept of the aid 
ol the French nation. 

“ This deter ination will, at once, make 
a change over the face of the world, in fa- 
vor of suffering humanity. It will enable 
the Emperor of the French to renew bis 
plan of invasion against England. Jt will 
soon lower the tone of that haughty na- 
tion. What we offer is fair and above 
beard, and not like traitors, who have as- 
sassinated our libertics in the dark by u- 
niting with our deadliest foe. But such 
underhanded work has always been the 
mode of operation with the Angéshmen.— 
It is not confined, such a conduct, to their 
subjects only, but to their kings, for the 
prostituted Charles the 11. after his resto- 
ration, consented to become a pensioner to 
l'rance, while, at the same time, he was 
the nominal king of England. The saints 
of New-England are willing also to be at- 
tached to the union, so far as it will pro- 
mote their advantage, but at the same time 
to be the vassals to George the Third, on 
any terms that will benefit their interests, 
however contrary to pringiple, honor or 
national independence.
